Drink Water in Bladder 


° * 
Irritation 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

In overcoming cystitis, in those cases due to 
irritation from excess of waste and poisons in 
the liquid thrown out by the kidneys, the fol- 
lowing treatment will be found to give satisfac- 
You are to begin tomorrow morn- 
ing on a water fast, using dis- 
tilled water. Take at least 
one glass every half hour 
during the day as this will 
produce a copious flow of 
water through the body and 
keep the irritated substances 
so diluted that they will not 
affect the bladder; in ad- 
dition, such quantities of 
water help to keep the blad- 
der comparatively clean. 

After two or three days on 
the water, change to orange juice or grapefruit 
or tomato juice, using one cight-ounce glass 
every two hours. Two enemas daily should be 
taken to empty the colon and relieve pressure 
against the bladder. Have the water in the 
enemas as hot as possible, as this will aid in 
soothing the tenderness in the bladder region, 
It is a good plan to follow the fast with a milk 
diet and while you are taking the milk, you do 
not need to drink water. After completing the 
milk diet, use well-balanced meals and be care- 
ful to avoid onions and garlic. If any tendency 
to constipation exis learn what foods to eat 
which will re-train the intestines to eliminate 
normally, 

In severe cases, local treatment to the blad- 
der such as a bladder trrigation, may be neces- 
sary. In those cases where the bladder irri- 
tation is caused by some other trouble such as 
prolapsus of the organs, or an enlarged pros- 
trate, it will be necessary for the patient to 
employ suitable treatment for relieving such 
conditions in addition to using the bladder in- 
structions as I have outlined them. If there 
is any question as to the cause of bladder in- 
flammation, it is advisable to have a thorough 
physical examination in order to determine 
whether the trouble is in the bladder or else- 
where. 

As a tneans of relief for the intense discom- 
fort which often appears during the attacks, I 
would suggest that you use the hot Sitz bath 
at home. In women, often the hot douche is 
helpful in alleviating the distress from bladder 
irritation, using about two quarts of water as 
hot as it can be borne. Or, if you secure treat- 
nents as given directly over the bladder region 
by the deep-therapy lamp, these treatments are 
of great benefit.
